Springfleld, Ills., Aug. 9.— Governor 
Tanner, in an interview, states that he 
has received no further word from 
Sheriff Handle, of Montgomery county, 
who at an early hour yesterday morning 
sent a call for troops at Coffeen. Gov> 
ernor Tanner sent B. B. Ray, secretary 
of the railroad and warehouse commis­ 
sion. to Coffeen, Instructing him to wire 
a report of the condition at Coffeen 
among the striker». Governor Tanner 
said: “I want Mr. Ray's report that I 
may know from a reliable source what 
has transpired, and the temper of the 
miners. My opinion is that the sheriff 
of Montgomery county, like the sheriff 
of Woodford county, became nervous, 
and without doing his duty, sent his 
appeal for troops. 
Many sheriffs at 
the least apparent danger telegraph for 
troopa 


*‘I consider the question of ordering 
out troops a very serious one. This is 
a great industrial struggle, which affects 
the whole country, and these men en­ 
gaged in this great struggle to secure 
for themselves sufficient wages to keep

American citizens, many of whom car­ 
ried muskets in the cause of national 
unity in the struggle of 1S61 to 1865. 
Should the emergency arise where I am 
convinced that life and property sfre 
In imminent danger of destruction, and 
the civil authorities have exhausted all 
reasonable effort and failed to keejl thn 
peace, I shall have no hesitancy in call­ 
ing out the troops In sufficient force to 
enforce the law, protect life and prop­ 
erty and maintain the peace and good 
order of the state. 


*‘No such an emergency has arisen in 
our state, and I don’t believe it will, 
because the miners well know-AhavIng 
among them many intelligent men<~that 
If they bring on a confllGt allowing their 
followers to begin rioting ending in the 
sacrifice of human life, the strong arm

The most im­ 
portant are Lloyd*a Registry For the Brit' 
toh and Foreign Shipping, the French 
Bureau Veritas and the British Corpora 
tlon For the Surv^ and Registry of Ship 
ping. 
Ctossiflcation has now become practical­ 
ly compulsory in the IJnited Kingdom 
sin«» tho passing of the 1800 load lino act, 
and these three bodies are licensed by the 
board of trade to assign free boards along 
with that board. Now a free board can 
only be assigned when a vessel to up to a 
certain standard of strength, and must be 
assigned by one of the alx>ve mentioned 
hoiries, and it will thus be seen that a de­ 
signer’s originality Is much restricted, ir 
is fortunate, however, that we escaped the 
imposition of a monopoly in the assign 
ment of free boards which nearly became 
tow in 180U, or even the small freedom 
which is now left a designer would by this 
time have practically vanished.

At the moment of the assassina­ 
tion he was waiting in the gallery of the 
bathing establishment for his wife, who 
waS 'to join him for lunch. 
Suddenly 
the assassin, who had the appearance of 
an ordinary visitor, approached and 
flrp^ át him point blank, one bullet pass­ 
ing through the body and coming out 
behind under the left shoulder, and the 
other two lodging in the head. He fell 
instantly and only recovered conscious- 
nesa long enough to apeak a few words. 


Several medical men and hla wife were 
unremitting In their attentions to the 
sufferer, but his wounds, unhappily, 
were mortal, and he died In two hours.

Some time ago tbe children were re­ 
quested by their teaobere to gather 
all tbe wasto and apparently uselesa ar- 
ticlea that they could find on their way 
to and from school and to deliver them 
to their respective teachers. 


For eight months tbe work of collec­ 
tion went on. Such objects as tin foil, 
tin cans, paint tubes, bottle oapinlea 
and refuse metal were especially looked 
after. 
The result waa astoniibing.^ 
Nineteen 
hundred 
and twenty^ 
pounds of tin foil rewarded tl 
dren’s effort«, together wifh 
pounds of metal scraps, 4,4U0 pounS 
bottle capsules and old paint tubes that" 
in the aggregate weighed 330 pounds. 


But it was when tbe articles were 
disposed of and tbe money applied to 
useful objects that tbe full force of this 
economy was manifest. The proceeds 
completely clothed 600 poor children 
and sent 00 invalid children to re­ 
cuperation colonies, and there was a 
goodly balance left to be distributed 
Miuinff tbe sick poor of the city.

An Interesting Case Commenced In 
the Circuit Court. 


The Garden City Sand company, or 
ganlzed to dig and ship moulding sand 
from the farm of Charles iverllkowske, 
along the Vandalla railway tracks a few 
miles south of St. Joseph, has filed a 
bill of complaint in the circuit court, 
claiming damages of iverllkowoske for 
breach of contract. 


The company entered into a contract 
with the defendant In 1895 to pay him 
75 cents per ton or all the sand they 
could procure from his 30 acres of land 
in three years from the date of the con 
tract. The provisions of the contract 
prevent Kerlikowoskl from selling sane 
to other parties during the life of the 
instrument. Despite this condition,the 
bill asserts, the defendant contracted 
with other parties for sand aad lately 
large quantities have been shhiued out 
by comi)etitors of the Garden City com­ 
pany, to its great injury. The com­ 
plainants claim to have gone to great 
expense in having the Vandalla side 
tracks built to the pit and expcted to 
enjoy the exclusive right in the indus­ 
try. Circuit Court Commissioner St. 
Clair granted an injunction to the Gar­ 
den City company restraining Kerll- 
kowoske from selling sand to compet­ 
ing companies or individuals.

Twenty-flve armed deputies 
have been ordered from Nokdmls, and 
fifty from Hillsboro, to proceed at once 
to Coffeen, and last night the sheriff 
had an armed force of 200.

Gov 
ernor Tanner sent B. B. Ray, secretary 
of the railroad and warehouse commis 
Sion, to Coffeen, instructing him to wire 
a report of the condition at Coffeen 
among the strike:^. 
Governor Tanner 
said: ‘*1 want Mr. Hay’s report that 1 
may know from a reliable source what 
has transpired, and the temper of the 
miners. My opinion Is that the sheriff 
of Montgomery county, like the sheriff 
of Woodford county, became nervous, 
and without doing his duty, sent his 
appeal for troops. 
Many sheriffs at 
the least apparent danger telegraph for 
troops. 


consider the question of ordering 
out troops a very serious one. This is 
a great industrial struggle, which affects 
the whole country, and these men en­ 
gaged in this great struggle to secure 
for themselves sufficient wages to keep 
w’ant from the 
door are 
nearly all 
American citisensk many of whom car­ 
ried muskets in the cause of national 
unity in the struggle of 186X to 1S65. 
Should the emergency arise where I am 
convinced that life and property are 
in imminent danger of destruction, and 
the civil authorities have exhausted all 
reasonable effort and failed to keep th^ 
peace. I shall have no heisltancy In call­ 
ing but the troops in sufUclent force to 
enforce the law, protect life and prop­ 
erty and maintain the peace and good 
order of the state. 


“No such an emergency baa arisen In 
our state, and I don’t believe it will, 
because the miners well know—'having 
among them many Intelligent men-'that 
If they bring on a conflict allowing their 
followers to l>egin rioting ending In the 
sacrifice of human life, the strong arm 
of the law, the national guard, will be 
called Into action and then their cause 
is lost; and 1 have faith in their good 
sense patriotism and conservativeness 
to control their force*” 


In this latest case the facts reported 
are that Coffeen was beselged by 500 
miners who intended to force the miners 
there to quit work. The town president 
had called on every able-bodied citisen 
In the village to help keep the peace. It 
was announced that the strikers were

the mlnera at work, who are earning 
from 13 to M per day.

Again, Christ was wonderful in bis 
teaching.

There was this peculiar­ 
ity about bis preaching—the people knew 
what he meant. His illustrations were 
taken from the hen calling her chickens 
together, from salt, from candles, from 
fishing tackle, from a hard creditor color­ 
ing a debtor. How few pulpits of this day 
would have allowed him entrance! He 
would have been called undignified and 
familiar in his style of preaching, and yet 
tbe people went to hear him. Those old 
Jewish rabbis might have preached on the 
idde of Olivet 60 years and never got an 
audience. The philosophers sneered at bis 
ministrations, and said, **This will never 
do!” The lawyers caricatured, but the 
common people heard him gladly. Sup­ 
pose you that there were any sleepy people 
in bis audiences? Suppose you that any 
woman wbo ever mixed bread was ignorant 
of what he meant when, he compared tbe 
kingdom of heaven with leaven or yeast? 
Suppose you that the sunburned fishermen, 
with the fish scales upon their hands, were 
listless when he spoke of the kingdom of 
beaven as a net? We spend three years in 
college studying ancient mythology and 
three years in tha theological seminary 
learning how to make a sermon, and then 
we go out to save the world, and If we 
cannot do It acoording to Claude’s “Ser­ 
monizing,” or Blair’s "Rhetoric,” or 
Kames’ “Criticism,” we will let the world 
go to perdition. If we save nothing else, 
we will save Claude and Bhilr. Wo see a 
wreck In sight. We must go out and save 
the crew and passengers. We wait until 
we get on our fine cap and coat, and find 
our shining oars, and then we push out 
methodically and scientifically while some 
plain shoreeman in rough fishing smack 
and with broken oarlock goes out and gets 
tbe creir o»d passengers and brings them 
ashore In safety. We throw down our deli­ 
cate oars and say: **Wbat a ridiculous 
thing to save men in that way!

Dseigalag a StcaoMlUp. 


Nowadays very little latitude Is left to a 
designer, especially In cargo vessels, as the 
builder has generally to conform to the 
rules of some registry society and obtain 
its classification. Of these societies there 
are a considerable number. The most im­ 
portant are Lloyd’s Registry For the Brit­ 
ish and Foreign Shipping, the French 
Bureau Veritas and tho British Corpora 
tion For the Survey and Registry of Ship 
ping. 


Classiflcation has now becomo practical­ 
ly compulsory in tbo United Kingdom 
since tbo passing of the 1890 load line act, 
and theso three bodies are licensed by the 
board of trade to assign free boards along 
with that board. Now a free board cun 
only be assigned when a vessel is up to a 
certain standanl of strength, and must be 
assigned by one of the above mentioned 
bodies, and It will thus be s^n that a de­ 
signer’s originality is much restricted. It 
is fortunate, however, that we escaped the 
imposition of a monopoly in the assign­ 
ment of free boards which nearly became 
law in 1800, or even the small freedom 
which is now left a designer would by this 
time have practically vanished. 


The designer, therefore, in preparing his 
midship section has simply to turn up the 
rules of the registry society chosen, where 
he will find the scantings for tbe ship of 
the dimensions chosen given with more or 
less clearness.—Archibald Denny In Cas- 
tier’t Magazine.

“A mile and a half from the Fountain 
Hotel, and easily reached by bicycle, 
tourist wagon, or by walking, lies a 
hidden basin full of nature’s caprices. 
At the entrance, as if on guard, &tands 
the immaculate W hite Dome. At one 
approaches, he almost expects to be 
cnallenged aAd asked for a countersign. 
If such a ohallenge is given it is in a 
curious fashion, in the form of a geyser 
eruption, for the W hite Dome is a gey­ 
ser. It Is not unlike the Castle G ^ser, 
or the White Pyramid of the Upper 
Gevser Basin. The geyser is a very 
white, rather dome-shaped 
mouna^, 
built up from the secretions of its 
waters, and is tbe most conspicuous 
feature of the locality. It id perhaps 25 
feet high, with a circumference at tbe 
base of 75 or 100 feet. Its eruptions come 
at intervals of from twenty to forty-five 
minutes, beingr somewhat irreirular. 
and the water is thrown to a helgrht of 
from ten to twenty-five feet.”

The people of Belgiaiù evidently be­ 
lieve in training *their children in hab­ 
its of economy. Possibly no better 
method of convincing the yoiuig folks 
of the wisdom of looking after small 
things could have been found than that 
resorted to in the pablio schools of 
Brussels. The Outlook gives the result 
of the eJjieriment: 


Some time ago the children were re- \ . 
quested by their teachers to gather up ' 
all the waste and apparently useless ar­ 
ticles that they could find ou their way 
to and from school aud to deliver them 
to their reHpective teachers. 


For eight mouths the work of collec­ 
tion went on. Such objects as tin |foil, 
tin cans, paint tubes, bottle capsules 
and refuse metal werç especially looked 
after. 
The result was astonishing. 
Nineteen 
hundred 
and twen^-flve . 
pounds of tin foil rewarded the chil­ 
dren’s efforts, together with 1,800 
pounds of metal scraps, 4,4U0 pounds of 
bottle capsules and old paint tubes that 
in tho aggregate weighed 22Ù pounds. 


But it was wheu the articles were 
disposed of and the money applied to 
useful objects that the full force of this 
economy was manifest. The proceeds 
complefely clothed 600 poor children 
and sent 00 invalid children to re- A 
cuperation colonies, and there was a f 
goodly balance left to be distributed 
amonir the sick poor of the city.
